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XV , INVESTIGATION OF MARTIN LUTHER KING'S rirlATH 
BY TUE FBI ' 

A. Adequacy of the Invastigatton 

My reading of the assassination investigation leads n;e 
to conclude that the Bureau's investigation x^as comprehensive » 
thorough and professional. Every conceivable lead seems to 
have been pursued. Great numbers of persons who V 7 ere knox-m to 
dislike blacks x-zere checked out as suspects. All Bureau field 
offices X'jere put on alert to participate in the investigation 
and each SAC x^as held personally responsible for seeing that 
leads in his area xrsre run doxm. I have talked x^ith three 
attorneys who» at various times, had responsibility for moni- 
toring the investigation and all are satisfied that the FBI 
had nothing to do x/ith Martin Luther King's assassination. 

B, Indications of Bureau Involvement in the 
' Assassination 
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There are none with the exception of the COINTELPRO 
gctivity of proposing that a blind raemorandujo be sent to e^ 

pepar to embarrass King into ccving into cue Lorraine 
Hotel x;here he was shot. That has been investigated previously

Evidence exists t.Hat the FBI was not involved in King's 
assassination. On April 2, 1968 Attorney General Ramsey Clark 
turned down an FBI request to tape the talephones of SCI.C in 
Atlanta and Washington to l 6 am about plans for the Poor 
People's Campaign. This request indicates that the FBI expected 
no change in SCLC's (and King’s) plans. Tne attempt to dis- 
credit King by planting an embarrassing story in the Hemonrs^ 
papers indicates a continuation of the Bureau's campaign against 
KixiS- Lcsic suggests that the last thing J. Edgar Hoover wanted 
was to make ICing a martyr, thereby enhancing his image. This 
runs coxinter to years of effort by the FBI to discredit ana 
nexitraliae King. Finally, the investigation -was so massive and 
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incense that FBI involvement was likely to be discovered, un- 
less one believes chat virtually the entire Bureau v;as corrupted - 
which I do not.(^lv 



Finally, even to the present time we investigate allega- 
tions that persons other than James Earl Ray may have assassinated 
King. Nona of these recent investigations have uncovered any

On July 13, 1963, Attorney General Kennedy apparently 
initiated a discussion with his FBI liaison, Courtney Evans, 
concemiriR the feasibility of electronic sur/eillance on 
Dr. King because of possible coumunist influence on King. 

Evans discouraged the Attorney General, weighing th.e risk of 
public disclosure against the difficulty of electronically 
surveilling King who moved about the country so much but 
stating that a feasibility study could be dona. After the 
Atlanta office reported t electronic surveillance was 
feasible and secure, the Bureau prepared tha necessary 
authorisation papers for a tesur on King's resident or at 
any future address to which he may move, and for a casur on 
SCLC or any future address to which it may move, and sent 
them to the Attorney General on July 23.

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Returning to December 1963 the Bureau learned through 
one of the taps that ICing was going to niGaC with President 
Jo;n/;on. Hoover approved sending to the tvhite House the inono- 
r.-3ph about King ‘that had been previously disseminated but re- 
called by Attorney General Kennedy. Hoover did not advise the 
AtConicy General of his intention. In fact, for sort© time 
iftcr President Kennedy's assassination, Hoover ccimunicatod 
'iiroctly with the White House and did not always inform the 
Attorney General of what ha was doing 
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Also In Deceraber, presximably sensing an opportunity 
because of a new President to become more aggressive in their 
effort to discredit Xing, the Bureau had a one day conference 
at 'Headquarters to explore the conaiunisc influence in racial 
ryatcers and to "discuss avenues of approach to exposing King's 
unholy alliance with the CPUSA". A 21 item working paper was 
prepared in advance of the meeting. Sullivan characterized 
icing as a "dupe of the communists but also a man of low char- 
acter".

The Ifnite House and .\ttomey General were told that King, in 
a near intoxicated state, said he was going to go on a hunger 
strike in D.C. and die unless the Civil Rights Bill was passed. 
Attorney General Kennedy was advised that King had refused to 
debate Malcolm X. King confused the Director when, for unknou-n 
reasons, he had his secretary advise the FBI he was going to 
give a speech in the Philadelphia area. Apparently this was 
the first: time King had told the Bureau of his plavis and the 
Director wanted to Iciow why. In later ntontbs_and years. King

The pace of Bureau activity concerning King then secaas 
to have slackened for a few months. In fact, in May 1964 
j tixe Atxanca orf rce v?as tola to reave persoiiar material auout 
King only in intra-Bureau communications and not tn anything 
that might he disseminated.

On the third of November, Hoover advised the White 
Hoixse and the Acting Attorney General of King's forthcoming 
Saturday Evening Post article but he said nothing about his 
attempt to prevent its publication.

Later one of these re- 
porters apparently asked to cover a proposed meeting bet'.;een 
Hoover and King. Hoover wrote on the memo reporting the request, 
"I have no appointment with King and I do not intend to make ' 
one"^) ... I 

On November 19, 1964, Frederick J. Baumgardner sent a 
memo to Sullivan reporting a discussion bet\7een Wachtel and 
Rustin as to how to respond to Hoover’s "liar" statement . The 
memo indicated that an investigation was being conducted to 
determine V/achtel's connection with the communist movement.
